'fax Exempt 


Patrons of the South Mountain 
fair next month will not have to pay 
any of the state taxes on amuse­ 
m ent* according to Pius 8. Omer, 
president of the fair association. 
Mr. Om er called at the depart­ 
ment of revenue. Harrisburg. Friday 
afternoon and secured a cigarette 
aud amusement permit. 
He then 
applied for an exemption of taxes 
on admission tickets to the fair be­ 
cause the South Mountain Fair as­ 
sociation has a non-profit charter. 
After a lengthy conference with 
state officials during 
which

Om er explained tile policy of tile 
fair association, that none of its of­ 
ficers receive any compensation and 
that any profits that might accrue

Fire of undetermined origin destroyed a barn, about 15 
head of livestock and most of this year’s crops, on the farm 
of Dr. Edgar A. Miller, Baltimore street, near Hampton, at 9 
o’clock, Friday evening. 
The loss is estimated at $6,000, 
partly covered by insurance. 
Lawrence Moul, tenant on the place, and his family 
were attending the Farm er’s picnic, between E ast Berlin and 
Abbottstown, when the fire was discovered by Guy Albright, 
I a neighbor. 
Mr. Albright said he drove past the place IO 
minutes before and saw no sign of a fire, but after putting 
his automobile away, he discovered the barn was on fire 
! from end to end, indicating that spontaneous combustion 
I was t he cause. 
Bull and Heifer Saved 
Moul was home about 5 o’clock, Friday afternoon, and 
did the milking, and evening chores, and then returned to 
the picnic. 
Everything was in order when he was home. 
The barn was not wired for electricity. 
Seven head of cattle, four mules, four or five hogs and 
some chickens were consumed in the blaze. 
A bull and a 
heifer in the barnyard were saved, but all livestock in the 
barn was destroyed.

BOOTLEG POTATO 
PENALTY IN NEW 
ACT OF CONGRESS 


Every 
farmer 
in 
Adams 
county will be told by the 
government how many pota­ 
toes he may raise lf Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt signs a bill 
passed 
recently 
by 
both 
houses of congress in Wash­ 
ington. 
If the farmer raises 
in excess of the quota he 
must pay a tax of 45 cents on 
each bushel. 
There are slightly under 
3,000,000 Tampers who raise 
potatoes. Only the negligible 
number who raise and sell 
less than five bushels are ex­ 
empt. 
In order to enforce "pota­ 
to control," the act says fur­ 
ther: "All potatoes harvested 
after December I, 1935, and 
sold in the United States shall 
be 
packed 
in 
closed 
and 
marked containers to which 
shall be attached tax stamps 
or tax exemption stamps." 
That applies to the “first 
sale," that is, the original 
sale made by a farmer. Tile 
farmer is subjected to two re­ 
quirements; first, the pota­ 
toes must be packed in con­ 
tainers 
prescribed 
by 
the 
government. 
Second, 
each 
container must bear a govern­ 
ment stamp, similar to the 
familiar revenue stamp on 
cigar boxes. 
The writers of the act anti­ 
cipated there would be boot­ 
legging. To prevent bootleg­ 
ging they wrote Into the law 
this provision: 
“Any person who knowing­ 
ly sells or offers for sale, or 
knowingly offers to buy, or 
buys, potatoes not packaged as 
required by this title, or any 
person Who knowingly sells 
or offers 
for sale, or who 
knowingly offers to buy, or 
buys, potatoes, to the pack­ 
ages of which are not affixed 
. . . stamps, shall upon con­ 
viction thereof be fined not 
more than $1,000. 
Any per­ 
son convicted of a second 
offense may. in addition to 
such fine, be imprisoned for 
not more than one year,"

In anything that may be done to regulate business 
practices, there must be no restraint upon constructive 
competition. 


History shows us some cases where competition was 
abolished through the establishment of monopolies. 
In a 
very few industries this may bt* desirable, but in most other 
cases this has been bad for the public. When the incentive 
for improvement is removed, there can he no further prog- 
ress. 
Control of production and prices is almost always 
disastrous, for this means the stopping of competition. 


Constructive competition is promoted through the use 
of good advertising. 
It stimulates manufacturer and deal­ 
er to redouble their efforts to provide the best that skill and 
ingenuity can produce.

CONGRESSMAN HAINES 
WOULD SEND MAKERS 
OF MUNITIONS TO WAR 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 24. 
—Representative 
Harry 
L. 
Haines of the York-Adams- 
Franklin district, is an ad­ 
vocate of peace and favors 
neutrality 
legislation, 
but 
what he can’t see is how such 
legislation 
will 
keep 
this 
country out of war if there 
should be a repetition 
of 
events such as occurred dur­ 
ing the World war prior to 
America’s entry into the con­ 
flict. 
“It will take more than a 
piece of paper to keep a na­ 
tion out of war,” he said. 
‘What I favor is to make the 
manufacturers of munitions 
and implements of war who 
sell to warring nations ac­ 
company their sales to the 
belligerent nations instead of 
sending our boys into battle 
to be killed and wounded. If 
they had to do that they 
wouldn’t be In such a hurry 
to get tangled up in a mess 
of that kind.” 
Haines expressed the opin­ 
ion that congressional policies 
relative to peace are rather 
inconsistent, 
pointing 
out 
that while there Is now a de­ 
mand for some form of neu­ 
trality legislation, this same 
congress has voted to increase 
the standing army 47,000 men, 
increased the enrollment of 
the 
military 
and 
naval 
academies 435 each, increased 
the national guard, 
raised 
army and navy appropria­ 
tions, increased the air force 
and 
voted 
huge 
sums 
of 
money for establishing army 
air bases as well as other 
matters pertaining to defense. 
In addition numerous reso­ 
lutions have been Introduced 
urging the state department 
to insist on foreign govern­ 
ments to cease religious in­ 
tolerance 
and 
persecution 
which he said was a danger­ 
ous 
practice. 
Haines said 
timt while he opposed such 
tactics as some nations are 
employing relative to certain 
religions, it was a delicate 
matter to pry into and if fol­ 
lowed, would offset any neu­ 
trality legislation enacted.

A t Palaces Today for First Time 


London, 
Aug. 
24 
(AP)—When 
blue-coated, 
white-helmeted 
ma­ 
rines mounted guard at the royal 
palaces today, replacing the brigade 
of guards which is departing for 
maneuvers, they enjoyed for the 
first time an honor which King 
George specially decreed should be 
theirs in celebration of Jubilee year. 
The use of soldiers for fighting on 
British ships dates back many hun­ 
dreds of years and in the first Dutch 
war of 1652 Oliver Cromwell sent 
some of his ’’ironsides’’ to serve with 
the commonwealth ships. 
But the marines themselves date 
their foundation from 1664 when

The title of “the Duke of York 
and Albany’s Maritime Regiment of 
Foot” became too much of a mouth­ 
ful for the London cockneys of the 
period, who nicknamed them 
the 
Duke Yellow Coats" because of Hie 
color of their tunics. 
The regiment was largely drawn 
from Thames watermen and was al­ 
lowed to march “beating the drum” 
through the narrow, twisting city 
streets to raise recruits. 
For this 
reason the Marines are allowed to 
this day to march through the city 
with bayonets fixed, band playing 
and colors flying—a privilege which 
it shares with only three regiments 
of the British army. 
Although 
the 
name 
"Yellow 
Coats” did not survive a change of 
uniform, 
the Marines were soon 
dubbed "Jollies” by the irrepressible 
cockneys. 
T his nickname persists 
today. 
In 1697 the Marines were disband­ 
ed, but early In the reign of Queen 
Anne, a number of regiments was 
raised. 
They suffered a second 
eclipse after the peace of Utrecht, 
but In 1740 three new regiments of 
Marines were raised In America. 
Seven years later they were trans­ 
ferred from the control of the sec­ 
retary of war to that of the ad­ 
m iral. 
British Marines were among the 
first Australian colonists. 
Although today wus the first day 
they have done guard duty at the 
palaces, they have provided an es­ 
cort for the sovereign on one pre­ 
vious occasion, when they accom­ 
panied King George to the Corona­ 
tion Durbar in India.
